RONAN STENSON, co-defendant with 
the Murrays, was released on Friday, 
28 January. His acquittal ended a five 
day trial in the Special Criminal Court 
(SPC) and came after a court ruling that 
his "confession" was not admissable as 
evidence. The representative of the 
Director of Public Prosecutions then 
announced that no evidence would be 
offered against him and no other charges 
were pending. 


The ruling on Stenson's "confession" 
was that he was in unlawful custody when 
it was made; the presiding judges consi - 
dered that it was up to the courts to de- 
cide how long a person should be detain- 


apsed between the time of Ronan's ar- 
rest and his "confessing", and during 
that time he could have been brought be- 
fore a Peace Commissioner, the Dist- 
rict Court or the Special Criminal Court 
to decide whether or not his detention 
should continue. The prosecution admit- 
' ted that he conditions of Ronan's detenti- 
on at the time he made his statement 
were unlawful, and the court considered 
that the circumstances involved a breach 
\ of his constitutional rights. He was then

ed and not the Gardai. Several hours el- . 

































found not guilty of the charges against 
him and discharged. 


What impact his release will have on 
Marie Murray's re-trial (set for April 
25th) is difficult to judge as his "'confes- 
sion" was not in itself discredited, 
merely deemed inadmissable. Will the 
recent disclosures in the Irish Times of 
a "heavy gang" of police forturers, us- 
ing systematic violence against political 
prisoners, and the discrediting time and 
again of the Special Criminal Court, an 
all our effort is now needed to secure 
justice for Marie Murray. 


The London Defence Group are trying 
to arrange for a lawyer to be sent to 
Dublin to sit in at Marie's re-trial. 
Money is desperately needed if this is to 
be made possible. The group meets 
every Friday fortnight at Rising Free 
Bookshop , 142 Drummond St., N.W.1.

ed that as they have written several 
articles on CIA activities itis at the 
reauest of the American authorities that 
their deportation is sought. On 18 Feb- 
ruary three more people were charged 
with offences under the Official Secrets 
Act (section 2). They are John Berry, 
a former communications specialist in 
the army (charged with communicating 
classified information), Duncan Camp- 
bell, a freelance journalist, and Crispin 
Aubrey, a Time Out reporter (who are 
charged with unauthorised receipt of 
classified information). The case will 
continue on 28 April before the Totten- 
ham magistrates. 


A week before his arrest Duncan 
Campbell wrote in an article in Time 
Out of his impressions as a witness at 
the Agee -Hosenball tribunal. He claim- 
ed, in classical Committee of 100 style, 
that it was he who wrote and researched 
the facts of the article "The Eaves- 
droppers" which appears to have been 
the substance of the evidence against 
Hosenball. He wrote: "Called The 
Eavesdroppers this dealt with Britain's 
largest spy network organisation ... 
not m15 or M16 but an intelligence net- 
work controlled from a country town in 
the Cotswolds (Cheltenham). It was(and 
still is) the first time any newspaper has 
told the British public about this for- 
midable and expensive organisation, 
known as Government Communications 
Headauarters (G.C.H.Q.). It listens 
to other countries' diplomatic messages, 
cracks codes and a lot besides that's 
more dangerous for us than that..." 


Readers may see from this that att- 
ention is now focussed on different (per - 
haps more political and less secret) 
points than in the case of the original 
Spies for Peace. The government can 
hardly argue that these places do not 
exist: where it is more embarrassing 
for them is that the controversy might 
develop on verfectly safe lines of sov- 
ereignty, (political, military, trade). 
What is being suggested is that no-one 
is immune, not even America's closest 
allies. For example, British bus- 
iness communications are intercepted 
by the Americans operating from Chick - 
sands. This welcome information is 
passed on to competitors (especially 
American multinationals) who can frust- 
trate and undercut trade. According to 
a 1947 pact the five main English-speak - 
ing countries (US, Britain, New Zealand, 
Canada, Australia) have combined to 
monitor and survey the military and 
trade activities of all other countries. 

In other words, such organisations as 
NATO, SEATO are subsidiary, with the 
US having the upper hand in the UKUSA 
(1947) pact. Britain monitors all infor - 
mation west of the Urals and Africa.

Very few people knew about the 
meeting; it was organised secretly and 
no-one knew the place until the last 
moment. At the meeting were people 
from Italy, Portugal and various parts 
of Spain. Others coming from Toulouse 
were able to escape as they arrived 
late after the police were already on 
the scene. In fact the police arrived 
five minutes after the meeting began 
so there was not even time to read the 
programme. The documents were 
about FAI. Most of those present were 
CNT members. The police took them 


into custody and next day told the press 
that after some 46 FAT had been arrest- 
ed at a meeting some of their homes

had been searched and "'trilita" (a high 
explosive) had been found. This was 
not true. But it gave the police the 
pretext to implicate them with terror - 
ist activities - with left terrorism 
which, of course, is being particularly 
clamped down on. 


It was a great surprise for everyone 
to hear about the arrests, even about 
the meeting itself (very few people 
in Spain knew about the FAI). The 
Regional Committee of Barcelona (CNT) 
quickly took responsibility for the 
detainees and declared that the meeting 
had been an organisational one, to co- 
ordinate CNT press and propaganda 
and that the delegates were not terror- 
ists but CNT revolutionaries. Thus 
only the CNT could be accused of illegal 
association. 


The governor of Barcelona promised 
to have the prisoners released quickly 
but (as usual) the police kept them for 
15 days. At the time of writing (23 
February) all but seven are free because

the judges didn't find sufficient evidence 
against them. The seven from Barce- 
lona are being held at Modelo gaol and - 
are the main organisers of the meeting. 
Those released say that they were 
brutally beaten up and some even tor- 
tured. One (Isaac Garcia Pinero - eds) 
is in hospital with broken ribs, and 
another had his testicles crushed. The 
police interrogated them continually 
about anarchist groups (addresses, 
names, activities etc) and their relation- 
ship with the CNT. Meanwhile anar- 
chists are constantly being arrested. 
Four people were arrested in Madrid 
but released two days later. The same 
thing happened in Bilbao. In Murcia y 
Malaga 15 people have been held and 
allof them, with the exception of four, 
taken to Barcelona. It appears that 
they are connected with the Barcelona 
meeting. All of them are accused of 
terrorist activities (possession of arms, 
bombs, explosives, etc) and also of 
bank robbery. Some are members of 
CNT and it is clear that the police are 
trying to give CNT a terrorist image. 
For a long time they have been wanting 
to destroy anarchist groups, and even 
more so since these groups joined the 
CNT. They are anxious for a reformist

not an anarchist CNT, which is why they 
are trying to "clean" it and to try to 
make people think that anarchists are 
terrorists, destructive and violent. 

This organised campaign against the 
CNT and the libertarian movements 
began with the Barcelona affair, and 

is still in progress, and you can imag- 
ine what great advantage the Communists 
and socialists are making of the situat- 
ion. They have even tried to link us to 
the terrorist activities in Madrid four 
weeks ago!! (These were obviously 
carried out by the extreme right). 


Things have been, and remain, very 
confused, largely due to lack of clarity 
surrounding the FAI. Lately several 
groups have appeared in Spain, each 
group considering itself to be the true 
FAI. I think the meeting was trying to 
organise and unite the different groups 
in order to set up the FAT inside Spain. 
Many people are opposed to this because 
they feel that FAI has to grow from the 
bottom up, not the opposite way round 
as the Barcelona people tried to do. 
Things will probably be sorted out at 
next meeting of the Federation's Madrid 
branch, to be held this month (March).

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THE PRESENT manifestation in all 
towns and villages of preparation for the 
25th anniversary of the Queen's acces- 
sion, accompanied as it is by journalis- 
tic and commercial exploitation, serves 
not only to accent the mystical, patrio- 
tic and symbolistic nature of royalty 
but serves to cover up the origins of 
royalty. This institution like many bol- 
stering up and arising from the state 
has its origins in violence and in its 
turn perpetuates and is sustained by 
violence. True, its origin has been well 
covered and, due to technological chan- 
ges, the need for overt violence on the 
part of royalty itself (except to the les- 
ser creatures) has been thrust into the 
background. Nevertheless the threat of 
force is still there and the King of 
Clubs is still a card to play. 


Thomas Paine wrote: /This is/ "'sup- 
posing the present race of kings in the 
world to have had an honorable origin, 
whereas it is more than probable that, 
could we take off the dark covering of 
antiquity and trace them to their first 
rise, we should find the first of them 
nothing better than the principal ruffians 
of some restless gang; whose savage 
manners or pre-eminence in subtlety 
obtained him the title of chief among 
plunderers, and who by increasing in 
power and extending his depredations, 
overawed the quiet and defenceless to 
purchase their safety by frequent con- 
tributions. «. ./England since the con- 
quest hath known some few good mon- 
archs, but groaned beneath a much lar - 
ger number of bad ones; yet no man in 
his senses can say that their claim un- 
der William the Conqueror is a very 
honorable one. A French bastard land- 
ing with armed banditti and establishing 
himself King of England against the con- 
sent of the natives, is in plain terms a 
very paltry rascally original. However, 
it is needless to spend much time in ex- 
posing the folly of hereditary right, if 
there are any so weak as to believe it, 
let them promiscuously worship the ass 
and the lion and welcome." The worship 
of the ass and the lion has continued 
since Paine's day, even though the ass 
has been a democratically-elected pre- 
sident, and lions have devoured their 
worshippers. 


If the rulers of the world are not 
threatening their subjects or inducing 
‘their subjects to place themselves in 
imminent peril by dint of 'protecting' 
themselves against some conjured-up 
menace, they are occupied with proving 
to their subjects how human they (the 
rulers) are. 


In contradiction to this, and in expla- 
nation of the 'divine right' or as Shake- 
speare (monarchical creep as he felt he 
had to be for surival) called it ‘the divi- 
nity hedging a king’, we have Sir James 
Frazer's theory of the divine king. 


As summarized by Mair in Primitive 
Government (Penguin, 1962), the 
theory “drawn from all periods of his- 


tory and all over the world, is that pri- 
mitive man is intensely concerned with 
the aim of promoting this. He conceives 
of gods as being associated with vege- 
tation or with the weather, who die and 
are renewed with the cycle of the year. 
The most primitive kings are not the 
rulers of political communities, but 
persons in whom a nature-god is be- 
lieved tq be incarnate. Their physical 
well-being affects that of their land and 
people, their sexual potency the fertil- 
ity of nature and man in their country, 
and it is a crucial part of the complex 
beliefs which Frazer holds to be charac- 
teristic of primitive man that they can- 
not be allowed to die a natural death but 
must be killed in a ritual manner. In 
Frazer's view primitive man cannot 
conceive of animmortal god. They be- 
lieve that gods die as men do, and that 
the god would die if the man died in 
whose body he resides. So, says 
Frazer, they guard against this by en- 
suring that the god shall always inhabit 
a body in the prime of its strength; 
when a king's strength begins to fail, he 
must be killed and his soul... transfer - 
red to a vigorous successor before it 
has been seriously impaired by the 
threatened decay." 


Much of this mythology has clung to 
the institution of monarchy. The death 
of kings in battle, even by assassination, 
has never destroyed the institution. It 
has a built-in formula for survival—' 
'The king is dead. Long live the king!' 


The vestiges of divinity protected the 
monarchs, making ‘treason’ and "blas- 
phemy’ coterminous; lese majeste was 
a new crime to balance out the blessings 
of monarchs—who, it is claimed, 
could cure sicknesses by touch (90,000 
were cured of the King's Evil). The hys- 
teria that greets the arrival of the king 
is parallelled by the rhapsodies of the 

religious and the wails of bobby-soxers. 
Who is to say that it is not equally mira- 
culous in its transformations: 


-As the divinity faded, the tyranny 
grew. Like the Old Testament God, they 
prefigured and created; the monarchs 
became terrible in their vengeance a- 
gainst their enemies, inward and out- 
ward. They created the State, with her 


(or his) Majesty's army, navy and, later, 


Air Force; her Majesty's Ministers, 
her Majesty's prisons, her Majesty's 
Opposition—-all except, comments 
William Cobbett, her Majesty's debt. It 
is, and ever will be, forever the Natio- 
nal Debt. 


With the mechanization and democra- 
tization of warfare the days of kings 
leading armies into battle have gone but 
the linkage of this warrior -king-god 
with the chase and the profession of 
arms continues. There is also a return 
to simple country pursuits emphasizing 
the connection with the fertility of the 
earth. That this contribution consists 
in the progressive and steady decima- 
tion of living creatures is obviously a 
substitute for war. 


At the same time it is firmly estab- 
lished that monarchs—and their hang- 
ers-on—have no need of the sordid pur- 
suit of game for purely utilitarian con- 
sumption at the table. In fact, one of 


the main victims of the chase is com- 
pletely inedible whilst others are so 
puny as to make small contribution to 
an already adequate diet. Additionally 

it is desirable that the consumption of 
much game be postponed as long as pos- 
sible in order to emphasize that imme- 
diate hunger was not the motive of the 
chase —like some peasant pur suit. 


In its elaborations, rules, rituals and 
costumes the chase with its accoutre- 
ments is the most conspicuous of exer - 
cises in consumption. Like much upper- 
class sport the elaboration itself places 
obstacles between the real aims of the 
pastime and at the same time excludes 
those below a certain income.. 


The element of personal attested 
to by Princess Anne's riding accidents 
or (earlier) the Prince (Edward) of 
Wales’ frequent hunting accidents makes 
sport the twentieth-century equivalent 
of monarchical war. Prowess in such 
pursuits (rarely alas! shown—except 
in game-bags) is another attribute of 
the god-king, attesting to virility with- 
out an unfashionable fertility or an un- 
becoming lustiness. 


It could be that such pursuits are in- 
sufficient to sublimate the Royal blood- 
lusts, and therefore the conventional 
military careers and offices assumed 
by royalty offer an additional surrogate. 
However it is unquestionable that the 
military, aggressive and competitive 
nature of much of royalty's life-style 
bodes ill for whatever judgements in 
favour of war or peace they may be 
called upon to exercise. 


In these days of the atomic and Bvdro- 
gen bomb and the inter -continental bal- 
listic missiles is it safe to leave our 
ruling to these bloody-minded god-king- 
warriors: Or to anyone!

Teenage Sceptics 


A nationwide survey of teenagers 
has found that most high school students 
suspect that government officials con- 
trol the news and what is released to 
the American public. 


The survey of 22, 300 teens, by the 
University of Missouri's School of 
Education found that 75% - or nearly 
three in every four questioned - bel- 
ieves that "the government regulates 
news by controlling what it releases to 
the media." 

45% of those surveyed stated their 
belief that the government pressures 
the media to present the news favour - 
ably, and 30% said they suspect that 
less than half of all the news that is 
broadcast or printed is accurate, fair 
and unbiased.

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ABOLISH WAGES ! 


WITH THE WEARY indifference of a 
captive cinema-audience we are about 
to view for the umpteenth time the great 
struggle of wages versus prices; or the 
quest for the Fair Wage and the Just 
Prize; or the Wicked Unions versus the 
Virtuous Government and the Fair -mind- 
ed Employer; or the Wicked Employer 
and the Corrupt Government versus the 
Virtuous GoodWorking unions. You 
pays your money and you makes your 
choice. It's the same old film. Like an 
eternal Keystone cops' chase, prices 
outrun wages for a while, then wages 
catch up a little, somebody on the prices 
team socks the wages team and they fall 
back again and so it goes. 


It is about time that one ceased to bel- 
ieve in the ineluctable pursuit of the 
twin Holy Grails of the Fair Wage and 
the Just Price. There ain't no such 
things. The existence of wages is in its 
nature unfair and prices are naturally 
unjust. For both depend upon monopoly 
and privilege. 


The wage system is based upon differ - 
entials, upon output, upon hours worked, 
upon profitability, upon specialist know- 
ledge (as Kropotkin says, interest upon 
intellectual capital). It has no reference 
to the usefulness or uselessness of the 
work to society, to the sordidness or 
pleasure of the work performed, to the 
physical effort, to the boredom or int- 
erest of the work. The wage system 
pays little heed (and less money) to the 
physical and psychological need of the 
worker or his family and dependents. 
Except insofar as the worker may if he 
finds work intolerable, choose the alt- 
ernative of a low subsistence level. 

This freedom is increasingly frowned 
upon by the State. 


The Trade Union movement about 
which such high hoves centred has butt- 
ressed and upheld this fabric of the 


The Joint Stock Theatre Group is 
currently touring Devil's Island by Tony 
Bicat. It is described as a “history 
play" covering the sixty years from 
1937 to 1997. It is also claimed to have 
thirteen subplots and fifteen locations. 
The play opens in the garden of a blind- 
ed International Brigade veteran in 
1930s England. He struggles to come to 
terms with his blindness and his politics 
in the face of effete relatives and the 
constant prodding of a visiting Russian 
Communist cadre. The whole first 
period of the play is haunted by the 
question - "Why are the Communists in 
Spain arresting and shooting the Anar- 
chists " It is never given a satisfact- 
ory answer. 


The play moves quickly up to and past 
the present day to an England in a total 
state of collapse. The characters, or 
rather their descendants, now occupy a 
disused multi-storey car park which 
they call Devil's Island. They live by 
looking for dead pigeons in the ventilat- 
or shafts, and get stoned on fungus 


wage system; indeed, their man exist- 
ence is centred round the arrival at a 
satisfactory formula for this system 
which will do the most good for the most- 
favoured worker and the least harm to 
the supposedly indispensable employer - 
whether an individual or the State - who 
hands out the wage packers. The blink- 
ered existence of the carthorse dragg- 
ing the capitalist or state capitalist cart 
is still that of the Trade Unions. 


In Soviet Russia and wherever in the 
world the shame of "Communism" is 
practised the wage system flourishes 
with differentials as steadily marked 
out as rewards and punishment as in 
any capitalist country. 


Differentials, like piece work and 
overtime, are devices to divide worker 
from worker. If class consciousness 
has vanished differentials have set uv 
new classes of skilled and unskilled 
workers. Piecework places a premium 
on sweated labour and props up profit 
- at the same time destroying crafts- 
manship. The quest for overtime places 
at nought the struggle for the eight hour 
day: reduces the hours of private life 
and swells the funds of pay-as-you-earn. 
(In periods of under employment over- 
time assists in reducing the employers’ 
overheads and reducing the work force). 


Unions have dedicated their whole 
existence to enshrining these principles 
of gaining more financial advantage and 
spending their time and skill in niggling 
and haggling about details within the 
framework of a system which, by its 
nature, is unjust and unfair. 


What will the anarchists put in its 
place’ This familiar question, it has 
been pointed out, is like saying "What 
will you give me in place of a headache?" 
The communist-socialist concept of 
labour notes in terms of hours rather 


than pounds and pence has all the attrib- 
utes of a substitute malady. 


Given the abolition of property, which 
is a prerequisite of the making and 
maintenance of a revolution, it is ob- 
vious that the wage system, in any form, 
must disappear - and since men will 
freely come together to work for the 
benefit of the community (otherwise the 
revolution will not have happened) they 
will also have the right (by reason of 
existence) to free access to whatever 
goods or services they require. Access 
will be possible by a hyper-supermarket 
with no cash register. 


Since it is an anarchist belief that one 
of the cohesive forces in society (which 
the wage system destroys) is the necess- 
ity and desire of men and women to be 
of service to their fellows by exercise 
of their talents, abilities and skills, it 
follows that there is a basic equality 
of contributions to society by reason of 
such talents. Ina society without the 
profit and property motives, the needs 
of society will be fulfilled by the inher - 
ent responsibility of the worker and 
craftsman whether they be doctors or 
dustmen. 


There is, by reason of man's com- 
plexity and diversity (even the genus 
homo embraces the female sex) no 
means of measuring the quality or quan- 
tity of work -contribution to society. 
Also, by reason of this same complex- 
ity and diversity, there is no equality 
of needs. Therefore no false standards 
of work reward, arbitrary estimate of 
needs, or approximation of value of 
goods will serve in a free society. 

With such criteria society cannot be 
free.

I did feel sometimes, though, that Tony 
Bicat was trying to be a little too clev- 
er, with lines that should really be 
followed by an elbow in the ribs and the 
query, "Get it ' Nevertheless an ex- 
cellent, if pessimistic, evening's ent- 
ertainment. 


Joint Stock is one of the foremost 
fringe groups in this country and were 


responsible for Light Shining in Buck- 
inghamshire about radical movements 
in Cromwell's England, and the toured 
and televised play Fanshen about change 
in a Chinese village. Joint Stock have, 
like Beck's Living Theatre before them, 
been stung by using audience particip- 
ation techniques. During their Dublin 
performance of The Speakers Joint 
Stock called for the audience to assume 
parts. Taken at their word they found 
the play had passed out of their control. 
Enter police. Exit drunk. Play contin- 
ues. For those who like myself find 
"audience participation" never what it 
claims to be, but usually unfair, some- 
times unkind and nearly always pretent- 
ious, I give my assurance that Devil's 
Island will ask no more of them than _ 
their goodwill and attention. 


This year Joint Stock will have a reg- 
ular London home at the Roundhouse, 
Chalk Farm Road, but will continue to 
tour in Britain and abroad.

"As a magistrate I am compelled to sit 
here and listen to all the evidence put 
before me ... but it has been as clear 
as daylight right from the very beginn- 
ing that you were guilty of a disorderly 
act. The police are quite reasonable 
people, but if people persist in their 
foolishness or wickedness, and I think 
you were foolish rather than wicked, 
and don't go quietly home when told to, 
then the police have no alternative but 
to arrest them."

UNFAIR 
COMMENT 


While anarchists will not wish to 
shed tears in commiseration for the 
Attorney General's loss of absolute 
privilege, it is interesting that if the 
Court of Appeal's decision stands (and 
who can imagine the House of Lords 
changing it?) this is the end of the doct- 
rine of parliamentary supremacy as 
laid down by Blackstone. (The doctrine 
incidentally against which the American 
colonists rebelled 200 years ago). 


The House of Appeals are attempting 
to elevate (or re-elevate after two 
centuries) the courts and the law, asa 
constitutional body able to override a 
decision of parliament. No doubt it is 
merely coincidence that this has been 
for the last three years a Tory party 
proposal (indeed, aired by Lord Hail- 
sham during the last Labour Govern- 
ment, though I remember hearing Tory 
speakers denouncing a Liberal suggest- 
ion to the same effect, just before the 
end of the war). 





It of course makes - even in terms of 
legal constitutional theory as put by 
Dicey and Bagehot - total nonsense of 
the social democrat (and SPGB) persp- 
ective for the attainment of socialism 
We have always pointed out that were 
there a really socialist majority in 
parliament there would be a military 
coup to prevent it; we now know that 
the Appeal Court would obviate the 
need by merely declaring any socialist 
measure unconstitutional.

The use of the word Trotskyite in 
the many attacks that are being made 
on Trots by the right wing is interest- 
ing. One had thought that this was a 


word that had disappeared from vocab- 
ularies. Associated with the worst of 
the Stalin era (no-one has ever called 
themselves a Trotskyite as opposed to 


‘a Trotskyist) it was a term used as an 


epithet for anyone to the left of the 
centre of the Labour Party (indeed, 
even some Liberals), and it merely 
meant disinclination to drop radical 
demands in the interests of "a popular 
front behind Eden and Churchill". 


The fact that no-one calls themselves 
a Trotskyite means that no-one will 
feel it particularly necessary to get up 
and refute the allegations, and therefore 
claims that a Trotskyist is the moral 
equivalent of.a Nazi (made by Prentice, 
the Telegraph and the Social Democratic 
Alliance) will go unrefuted. 


Once made it then becomes possible to 
widen the use of the term, if not as far 
as the Stalinists originally used it, at 
least far enough to cover anyone from 
Tribune to ourselves; so it really could 
be the beginning of another McCarthy 
era, using ammunition directly gained 
from the Stalinists. The shadow of the 
icepick and the bullets that killed men 
from the position of Ignace Rees and 
Willi Muenzenburg leftwards to our own 
comrades is uncomfortably visible. 

The fact that social democrats may 
believe in the process of law is hardly 
reassuring, the OGPU after all was the 
law in a large part of the world.

Interesting too the way that the denun- 
ciations of Trots appear to be orchest~- 
ed so as to appear similtaneous from a 
number of sources, from Ian Sproat to 
the Guardian. 


There have been Trot entrists in the 
Labour Party certainly as long as I can 
remember, sometimes stronger than 
now, often more active and militant. 
Why then a scare campaign ? 


The Labour Party knows that a numb- 
er of Trot entrists are essential to its 
own unity and power. No Labour Gov- 
ernment would ever be elected without 
the fervour of local activists, standing 
broadly to the left of Tribune, and look- 
ing to Marxist groups to provide an int- 
ellectual rationalisation for their actions. 
They are not generally Trots, but they 
need the reassurance of Trot sympath- 
isers to maintain their belief in their 
Party despite all the evidence of what 
Labour governments do. The attacks 
come, by and large, from small groups 
on the extreme right of the LP, whose 
loyalty to their Party is certainly less 
than that of the Trot groups. 


Interestingly, the purge is not con- 
fined to Britain. Sweden's Social Demo- 
cratic Party has just expelled a section 
of its youth group for the same "'Trots- 
kyite infiltration” reasons; and Soares 
in Portugal is attempting so to do (the 
charge of infiltrator there is more diff- 
icult as these were founder members. 
of the recreated PSP!) Suggesting orch- 
estration on an international level and 
as Sproat and the Telegraph are involv- 
ed, not by anyone in the Socialist and 
Labour International.

Dear Editors, 


| have only just received a copy of Freedom 
containing Philip Sansom's attack on Albert 
Meltzer's personal memoir "The Anarchists in 
London" and | feel | must answer through your 
columns ~ if only to underline Sansom's hyster- 
ia, 


First of all | should like to make it quite 
clear to those readers who have not read 
Albert 's book that at no point does he lay 
claim to being either a historian or researcher. 
We are grateful to all readers and reviewers 
with constructive criticisms to make (particul- 
arly James Alexander in "The Freethinker"). 
but most people will appreciate that a few mis- 
takes - made looking back over a period of 
forty years of activism within the anarchist 
movement - were honest Ones , Of greater 
importance to the academic than the activist 
and in no way affecting the essence of what 
Albert has to say. They were not deliberate 
distort ions such as those made by Philip Sam - 
sor, 


The fact that the book is not a history is 
made abundantly clear by the sub-title "A 
Personal Memoir", but it looks as though PS 
was so upset by what he thought to be an 
Organised attempt to write him out of history 
that he overlooked this, Also, the reason 
his photograph was omitted from the newspaper 
cutting of the Freedom trial was due to lack 
of space - nothing more sinister. Had Cien- 
fuegos Press known this omission was going to 
cause him so much anguish we would have 
squeezed it in somewhere, 


I neither have the time nor the inclination 
to go into all the mis-interpretations and dis- 
tortions made by PS, but here a few for good 
measure. He refers to Albert emotively as 
"inventing" the anarchist movement, yet none 
of the old activists are ever mentioned by Free- 
dom Press, for whom it seems that the history 
of the anarchist movement is synonymous with 
Freedom Press itself, What PS seems to object 
to is Albert placing the movement in perspec- 
tive, 


Also, may | be so bold as to inquire what 
PS has done in the last 20 or 30 years apart 
from the short-lived "Wildcat" and speaking 
for a time in Hyde Park (Albert tells me that 
he did get his dates wrong in this context). 
Admittedly he was on the "Christie Carballe 
Defence Committee", but he omits to say that 
he had much less enthusiasm for the Stoke 
Newington Eight Defence Committee which was 
even nearer home than the Murray Defence 
Group. PS was one of the contributors to the 
notoriaus split between Freedom Press and the 
Syndicalist Workers Federation and, in addit- 
ion, it was his insistence on inactivity which 
helped stultify the old movement and led, in 
turn, to the development of groups such as 
ORA in reaction against it. Inactivity and a 
reduction in the level of militancy within the 
group associated with Freedom Press was in 
his interest as he was working at Express 
Printers doing his own work on their machines 
and also that of Freedom Press itself, and 
drawing a small salary, To say that Philip 
Sansom bore the losses of "The Syndicalist" 
is ludicrous, 


Hypocritically, he makes no mention of 
the fact that he has fallen out with "Freedom" 


and will no longer write for it (presumably 
this was his last message to Freedom's readers) 
having plans to start another paper. 


Another point worth mentioning is his keen- 
ness to rush to the defence of George Wood- 
cock, the well-known obituarist: "... the 
references to George Woodcock in the Black 
Flag syle..." It looks like PS has his copy 
of Black Flag specially re-hashed for him - 
if he reads it at all - but I'd like to make it 
quite clear to your readers that Black Flag 
only attacked George Woodcock for accusing 
the anarchist movement of a series of sex ; 
murders and blaming "Red Lion Street" (Free- 
dom Press - does that include PS?) for cover- 
ing them up. Vernon Richard's attacks on 
Woodeock are much more bitter than Albert's 
but at no point does Sansom attack him! 


It is simply not true that the only people 
left from the movement of the mid-thirties are 
the un-named mystery comrade who , accord- 
ing to Sansom, will not reply (this is a ref- 
erence to Vernon Richards , but as a point of 
interest he has commented - to my mind favour- 
ably - on the book: "it is like the Parson's 
egg" which, in common parlance, means 
"good in parts":) There are many others, 
but he does not recognise them because (with 
notable exceptions) they were not within the 
Freedom Press Group. 


The general opinion in regard to Albert's 
book is that it is quite kind to Freedom Press 
which, then, as now, was not precisely all 
that was going on, 


What really surprised me was PS's final 
paragraph, His attack on myself was so pat- 
ronising and verged on the racialist that | 
wonder if the editors excised a parting shot at 
Albert. So far as our activities on a remote 
northern Scottish island are concermed | would 
just like to point out that Cienfuegos Press and 
Simian Publications have done more up here 
in this small island in the field of publishing 
than Freedom Press and Philip Sansom have 
done in the heart of sophisticated London 
since the war - and what have they done since 
the war outside publishing ?

Does this mean that the 
truth does not matter? | did not stress the err- 
ors and omissions in my own case because | was 
anguished, but simply to demonstrate that in 
those things about which | knew the truth Alb- 
ert was wrong in many details - so why should 
l assume, as he expects readers with no person- 
al knowledge to do, that he is right in every- 
thing else? 


It is simply dishonest to produce a book entit- 
led "The Anarchists in London 1935-1955" and 
then to claim, after inaccuracies have been 
pointed out - none of which are challenged by 
Stuart, incidentally - that it is nothing more 
than a personal memoir, Is it the cult of the 
personality that we are now asked to applaud? 


Contrary to Stuart's contention that | object 
to Albert's placing the movement in perspective. 
What I object to is Albert writing out of the 
movement everybody with whom he has fallen 
out, and thus distorting the perspective, | 
referred to my own elimination on "The Syndic- 
alist" (and if | didn't bear the losses on that, 
perhaps Albert could tell us who did?) and 
could also have asked about Albert's co-work- 
ers on "Cuddan's Internatianal Review." Why 
could not Ted Kavanagh have been awarded a 
footnote in our history for his printing of that - 
to say nothing of the bookshop called "The 
Wooden Shoe" that Ted and Albert founded and 
in which Ted worked full time ? 


The second half of Stuart's letter is a diat- 
ribe against both myself and Freedom Press.

I was not in fact on the Christie-Carballo 
Defence Committee. | was brought in as a 
speaker because | could whip up the enotion 
necessary to cover up the unease we all felt 
about that whole ridiculous adventure. | was 
particularly angry because | thought then and 
still think that Stuart - 18 years old, | believe 
at the time - had been led into it by older 
people who set out to use him and who should 
have known better, 


But the real donkey work on the Com- 
mittee was done by Mary and Jack Stev- 
enson, by Peter Turner, by Mark Hendy 
and by John Rety and several others who 
don't get any "perspective" from Albert 
- who jumped on the Christie bandwagon 
a good deal later. 


I was not one of the contributors to 
the notorious split between Freedom 
Press and the Syndicalist Workers’ Fed- 
eration if only for the historical fact 
that the Syndicalist Workers Federation 
did not exist at the time of the split. It 
is true I stayed with Freedom Press for 
many years after the split - but was in 
fact the only member of that group who 
would appear on a platform with Ken 
Hawkes, one of the instigators of the 
split, both on syndicalist issues (I was 
FREEDOM's spokesman for anarcho- 
syndicalism for a long time) and - at 
the Christie-Carballo Defence Committ- 
ee meeting at the Conway Hall.

Indeed Freedom does, but that is all to the 
good, The last thing the movement needs is 
a line excluding all those who disagree. This 
has been the bane of all Marxist splinter 
groups and anarchists should have no part of 
it. As long as Freedom expresses a distinctly 
anarchist viewpoint, and remains the world's 
foremost English-language anarchist newspaper, 
complaints about the lack of a line miss the 
point. 


By all means let every anarchist viewpoint 
be debated in the letters and columns of 
Freedom, After all diversity and creativity 
in contrast with the uniformity and stagnation 
of authoritarianism and statism are the hall- 
marks of anarchism. | don't think we need 
to worry about Freedom's ideological purity 
as long as numerous readers, col umnists and 
letter-writers stand ready to pounce at the 
slightest sign of a deviation from their person- 
al concept of anarchism. 


So I suggest you avoid editorials per se. 
Let the cudgels be taken up by the columnists 
and letter writers. 


What people need to know first of all is 
what's happening to anarchists and anarchism 
and what anarchists are doing around the 


globe. This kind of news should take pre- 
cedence over detailed coverage of the British 
parliament. 


The Review is always a pleasure to me if 
not to others. 


"Agitation" at the local level is best accom- 
lished by leaflets, speeches, etc, Of course 
forthcoming demonstrations should be public- 
ized, but exhortative headlines should be 
avoided e.g. "Smash the State!" or "Brits 
get out of Ireland", Rather headlines and 
stories should be geared to attract a person's 
interest without sacrificing any anarchist 
perspective.

But since we are led into the realms 
of hearsay, with VR's comment, . perhaps 
Stuart would not mind if I tell FREEDOM's 
readers that about a year ago - when I 
bought fifteen copies of Costantini's 
"Art of Anarchy" from the Cienfuegos 
Press to use for fund-raising - Stuart 
asked me if I would be prepared to read 
the proofs of Albert's book then in the 
pipeline. 


I of course replied that I would be 
most pleased to do so. But I heard no 
more about it. I wonder why AndI 
wonder who censored Stuart's idea‘

memoirs, the pamphlet "The Wilhelms- 
haven Revolt" is credited solely to "Sim- 
ian Publications" without a mention that 
this was in fact first published by Free- 
dom Press in 1943 (one of the first 
covers I designed for FP!) - is in the 
middle of the war, when it was a bit 
more dangerous to publish such stuff 
than it is now.
